Love 
is precious ani excellent, ir is even the bond of perfection , itis the tul- 
killing of the Lavvz For the end of the Gommandement is charicy , gut 
of a pure heart. Love is the chief Commandement of the Gofpc! , jaith 
the Lord J-ſus Chriſt, Zn this ſhall it be known that yee are my Diſcip'ea, if. 
ye love one another, If yee keepe my Commandements,yee ſhall abide in m; (ovg 
( {aith he) and his Conumandement was, that we. ſbould love on: anther, 
1 hc ſum of the Goſpel doth ſtand in theſe thr «, Faith, Hope, and Chari. 
ty, And thus | believe, through rhe rich mercy of God which appearcd 
10 Me, when I was as dead, becauſe 1 had drunken deeply of rhe waters 
that were made bitter, by that ftar that is called Worm-woed ; bur praiſed 
be the name of my.God , who hath healcd mee with che Warer cf the 
Kiver coming from his Temple. 1 believe that Jeſus Chriſt hath offered 
up himfelte unto rhe Father an acceptable ſacrifice for the ſiancs of the 
whole World, That 4s many as believe in h;m should not perich, but havc life 
exCrlaſting + And becauſe he hath given me to believe , 1 kave hop: a!fs 
of etereal life, To ſpeak as plainly as I cangthis 1 ſay,l believe that all my 
fins are forgiven by the death of his Son Jeſus Chriſt , and free merc} 
of God : Therefore 1 feare not the Wrath to come , as though the Lord 
had ſent his Angel unto nic, ſaying, All thy finnes are forgiven thee, | will 
kave mercy on thee, thou ſhalt live ſor ever. Even fo do I believe the Got 
pel, which was nor declared by Angels, bur by his owne Son. whom he 
hath appointed heire of all rhings, who by inheritance hath ob(2iicd 
a.more excellent Name rhen they:For unto which of the Ange<ts ſaid he 
at 2ny time, Thou art my Son, this day have | begotten thee * Again, | wil 
be to him a Father, and he ſhall be to jne « Sonne : $0 that the Angels muſt 
vvorſhip kim who arc his Miniſtring ſpirits, ſeat forth inco che World for 
their ſakes who are heirs of Salvarion, 

Now in him 1 believe for remiſſhon of fins, to vrhom rhe Angel: and 
heavenly povvers are ſubje& , vvhois exalted at rhe right hand of God 
for ever. This is my ſaith to believe in Jeſus Chriſt for the forgivenciic 
of all my fins : And this is my hope in God for eternal life, and this 1s 
my charity to have love toyvards God and man, and to have a contri 
ence void of oftcnce tovvards borh. Neverthclefle 1 finde my ficſh weak 
aud full of infirmiries, luſting againſt the Spiric , and much cont: ary, 10 
rhat 1 caanotdo the rhings that I would ; but when I wou'd do-good , evil 
3+ preſent with me + for my ſpirit is willing, but my fleſh is weake ? and | (ce 
many remptrations follow our nature, For I my felfe have had great 
myal in Temptation almoft every way , bur praiſed be ry Gad , £v-"! 
the God of Heaven , who hath delivered me our of all Tempratio":, 
and ſtill doth deliver me, and I hope will do to the end, that 1 may tor 
ever rejoyce with the Saints in Light g for he is faithtu) , and well abic, 
who will noc ſyffer his ro be tempted above what they are able, but -» 
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the Temptation will make way whereby they ſhall eſcaps, Now this 's 
a moſt excellence thing, that we are not under the Law , but under grace : 
That we are nct juftified by the workes of rhe Law , bur freely by his 
grace ; Therefore we need nor feare Tranſgrefiion , becauſe we are nor 
under the Law, bur dead ro the Law by rhe body of Chriſt. And ron* 
ching our Juſtification in the fighr of Ged withour faulr, becaule he js the 
end of the Law fer righteouſneſſe ſake to every cre that believes. Therefore 
{cr usnot feare the weaknefle of opr nature, and infirmities of our fleſh, 
becauſe God will not impure our rreſpaſles ro us ; For this is the word 
of Reconciliation , that God was in Ch;iſt, reconciling the world unto hims 
{e!f: , in not impuring their treſpaſles to them, : 

Now this 1 fay and believe of them that are ele according to the fore- 
know'edge of God, that walk after rhe ſpirit,and not after the fleſh, as is ap « 
pointed for them 3 As they are nor juſtified by their own righteouſneſs 
and good works , but by the righteouſnefle of Chriſt, fo are they nor 
condernned by their manifold infirmicies and treſpaſlles, becauſc they are 
no” imputed ro them. Therefore being thus reconciled unto God by 
the Goſpel'of his Son , let us nor feare, but war valiantly to obtain the 
immortal Crown. Although Ifce with my fleſh I ferve the Law of fin, 
yer with the ſpirit I ſerve rhe Law of God ; for the ſpiric ſeeks afrer the 
things that are ſpiritual , bv the tlefh aiter che things rhac are fleſhly, 
and cheſe two are contrary, The ove ſeeks to fulfil che Law of Gud, the. 
other ſecks ro tranſgreſſe-» Now if we walke after the ſpirit wee (hall lrve, 
but if we walke after the fliſh we [hall dye : Therefore ler us by the fpicir 
mortific che deeds of rhe hody 3 for if we walke after che ſpicir, we thall 
not fulfil the luſt of the fleſh: Reſet the Devil!, and he wilt flee. Lec us 
not think ir ſtrange to be tempred , for the tryall of our faith is much 
more precious then gold ;/ and happy are they chat can endure cempras 
tions, for they ſhall inhefir the promiſe, 

Now 1 do exhorr my brethren, that we do «dde unto our faith vertue, and 
to vertue knowledge, and ro knowhedge remperance, and to temperance patrence, 
an! to patience godlneſſe, and 10 godlineſſe brotherly kindneſſe , and 10 brother'y 
&11dneſſe charity z, For if rheſe things be in us, and abound, they will make 
us thar we ſhall never be barreu nor untruicfnl in rhe krowledge of the 
Lod z but an entrance ſhall be miniſtred unro us of che everlaſting king- 
dome. Therefore let us caſt off every thing that may hinder us in rhe 
Way of the Lord, and take unto our ſelves the whole armour of God, the 
iword of the Spirit, rhe ſhield of faith, and for a helmer the hope of 
favation, having our loyns girt with the girdle of love, and our feer ſhod 

With the preparation of che everlaſting Goſpel of peace. Being rhus 
armed, let us fight valiancly againſt all our enemies, the world, the fleſh, 
#ud che Devil, yea all the powers of darkueſte cannor prevail againſt us, 
While we keep in the Armour of God, and pray continually ro him rhat 
i* able ro help us, bur uſe nor vaine reperirion in praver, ler your words 
be few, and faith ſtrong ; for this underſtand thar the Lord knows whar 
We ſtand in need of before we aske of him, berrer rhen we our ſelves 3 


therefore let us aske in faith without wavering, that we may receive 
our 
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our petitions, let us pray one for another, and for the whole Church of 
God. ; 

Now my beloved brethren, 1 exhort againſt two things, firſt in m2- 
king long prayers, and uſmg mayy words z ſ<cond.in praying for rem. 
fon of fins : the firſt, the Lord forbids vain repeution 186 prayer, tor {aith 
he, they think, to bee beard for their much ba-bling : He uicd few words in 
prayer, and 19 aid the Apoſtles z the ſecond, if chou belicy? jn Chriſt 
thac all thy fins are remitted, why prayeſt thou eo God for remiſcion of 
them ? 1 underfiand ir to be a fruit of doubring and not of faith. Now 
this | think meet when thou praveſt to God, to vic but few words, a»d 
pray to him as though he ſtood by rice as a man, and alfo belicve tha; 
he knows every thought and intent of thy heart, then thon may e{t ac- 
knowledge thy ſelf according as thou findeſt thy ieif, and alk of him 
rhe things thou flands in need of, ſpeak plainly unto him, regard not 
ſet forms tc have praiſe of men, ( as hypocrites do who have their re- 
ward) {or Iam perſwadcd, that it is far better to pray ten words wit! 
ſaith and zea'z then ten thouſand words in a fet form. But thou wijr 
{ay, thar the Prophets prayed for remiſſion of fins, and Chrifl taught to 
pray fer remiffion of fins, when he taught his Diſciples ro pray, but thir 
1 underſtand ts be as much Dottrine as prayer, in which is excel! ni 
things to Le nndeiftood, Firſt, thac God which 1s in heaven is our ta- 
ther, and rhar we ought to praiſe and hatlow his Name, and thac from 
him we receive our daily bread, for the earth is the Lords, and rhe tul- 
nels thereof, Now underſtand huw He taught us to pray for forgivercts 
of ſins, even upon condition , forgive us Or treſpajſes, as we forgive them 
that treſpaſſe againſt us , for, ſairh he, if you torgive them that treipaile 
againſt you, thea will your heaveuly Father forgive you your trel+ 
pailes, 

Now this I {ay, bef-re Chriſt died for his people, they did well to cry 
ea'n.ſtly unto the Lord for the re miſſion of their fins 3 bur ſince Chri! 
was made an offering for fin, there remains no more ſacritice for ſin t9 
them that believe, bur only praiſe, even the calves of our lips + never- 
ti:clefs this underſtand, rhac if we forgive not r<m that treſpals again! 
us, Peicher ſhall we be forgiven 3 rherefore as God hath forgiven ws 
through the death of his Son, - we ought to forgive one anorher, and al! 
chat rreſpaſ: againſt us, celſc how dare rhou pray tobe forgiven as rho 
forgiveſt, and ycc forgiveſt-nat, bucſeckeſt revenge ; herein thou ut- 
tereſt thy own condemnation, in praying for thy deſtruction 3 there + 
fore confider how thou prayeſt» let Wildome be thy Councellor, Icit 
chou become wicked, and thy prayer abominable, This is my counſel 
to rhee, thar thou pray often, but beware of the Scribzy and Pharijiss 
example, which Chriſt forbid, bur rather obey rhe excellent counts! 
of Chriſt, whea thou prayeſt, enterinto thy Cloſer, and pray toy 
Heavealy Father in ſecret, who {hall reward thee openly.. And 1h1: i 
15 good to pray often, remember the words of Chriſt z and the Aapii'c 
exhorrs to pray withour ceaſing, for ſuch, a one is he.in whom we b-- 

lic ve, even able 56 help us at gll times, and give us any thing we Wait ;

ke {uffereth us to 'be tenipted, that we way be tried and found (oirfiful,

Now concerning Church Tradiions, the Saints are not bound to 
d:i-s and riwes, as the Jews were nnder the Law, which things were but 
1h:dows, bat the fulrftance of them all was Ehrift , cheretore the ſub- 
tiance being come, the ſhadows are doue-away » clic were we (till in 
bondage unto the Law, bur now are we freed and tet at liberty by the 
Zody of Chrift, that we ſhould not be as ſervants under the Law, bur 
!he children of God, walking in love and righteouſuels « for if we were 
bound to obſerve daics and times we were ſtill ander the Law; rhere- 
fore faich Paxt, Ler no one j1dge you in mar, or in drink, or in reſpect 
of 2n holy day, or of the New Moons, or of che Sabbath daies , which 
t1:9g3 were ſhadows of things to come, bur the body is of Chriſt, Now 
{f we be come to the ſubſtance, which is the body of Chiift, we ought 
ny? to turn back to ſhadows, to obſesve dazes and times. Theretore Eres 
'Hren, you thav are zerlous for Sabbarh daies, you crre therein from rhe 
troh of the Guſpety, for the Sabbach commanded ro che Children of 
''1:el under rhe Law, was bur a ſhadow, and with the reſt ro eud, when 
hc ſabftance came, and this was it a ſhadow of, even the Etetnal Reſt 
and eyerlaſtivg Sebbathy, as that faichful Mynifter to the Hebrews Wri- 
rh , when he proverh by the Scriptures a reſt for the people of Gods 
Heb, 4. & 4. ipetking of the Reſt, from: the firſt ro the eleventh verſc, 
C'irift himſelf in tis anſwer to the Scrrbes and Phariſees, when they were 
offended ar his Difcaples for plucking ears of corn on the Sabbath day, 
plainly taughr rhe end of the Sabbath. Firſt, he reproves them for rheig 
{iri neſs, -thar they would nor allow rhe Works of necethhry oa the 
Srbbatth day, with that of David, ſaying, Have ye not read what David 
4:4 when he was an hungre:, and they that were with bin, how he entered ints 
the houſe ot God, and did eat. Shew- bread, which w. 5 not lawful for bam to eat, 
neithey they that were withrhim , but ogly: for the Vrieft > Or have ye not 
cad in the Laws that onthe Sabbath dates the Prieſt in the Tempie 
profane the Sabbath; and are blaweleſs 2 But { ſoy unto you, that 1 bis 
pace is one greater them rhe Temple : but if ye hed known what this meaneths [ 

»,.1l have Mercy, and not Sacrifice, ye would not bave condernned tbe lnnecert; 
for the Son of man is Loyd even of che Sabbath. In which DoRrine he hath 
Plainly raught rhe end: of rhe Sabbath ia him, and he che Lord thereot, 
And thus 1 underttand ir, with thavof David, he reproved the onrwgrd

Now this your Sabbath, the firſt day of the Week, there is no Coir 
mandment for in all the Scriprates, ro be'a Sabbath kept holy unto the 
Lord. You may read of che Saints meeting together the firſt day of the 
Week, but what is that to a Sabbath? for I ſuppoſe it meer for tic 
Church of God ro meer together once a week at the leaſt, to exhort one 
another in the My ſterics of the Goſpel , and I know not burthe firſt 
day of the week may be as convenient as another , or another 'us it, 
though in the Apoſtles time, the Saints met together on the firſt day of 
rhe week, therefore they knew well, how that they were not to obſcive 
the Sabbarh,ciſe would they have mer together on the rh day,and have 
kept the Sabbath, Now Brethren, this I ſay, -if ye regard daies, whe 
ther the firſt daies, or 6rher daies, regard them to che Lotd, for ſoine 
count one day better 'then another, bur others every day alike : Let 
every one be fully perſwadedin his own hear!, and fo let him walk : 
Nevertheleſs thou haſt no Commandment in the Goſpec! to obſerve 
daics or times, bur art at liberty in holiveſs : So if thy liberry be to 
keep a day holy, keep ir holy unto the Lord, but beware -of keeping 4 
day to the fleſh ro fulfill the lofts thereof : and let vs not judge one 4 
nother in theſe things ; for what if thou keep « day holy unto the Lord 
to humble thy ſelf in faſting and prayer , ſhall 1 judge thee therein ? ©" 


if 1keepa day holy unto the Lord, who ſhall judge me therein ? chere- 
fore Jet us not judge one another, but rather pray one for another ,7 f01 
he thar judgerh another, aud oth the ſame chivg, herein he judgers 
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kinifelf, and ye that believe in a Sabbath, will be judging others that 
break the Sabbarh , and yet ye your ſelves keep ic nor holy 3, is nor 
"vour 13dgement againſt your ſelves £ As for me, 1 keep it not as a Sab- 
b1ci commanded of the Lord, bot that 1 may walk without offence, 
ſuch liberty 1 have, that | feck to walk before all men withour offence,

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K-17 when the Churches were thus eſtabliſhed 12 the Faith cf our 
Locd lefus Chriſt 3 having theſe helps in goverament, they had power 
to binde and looſe 3 for if any amongſt them were diſobedicnr in nor 
ſubmitting ro the righreouſncfle of rhe Goſpel,” and did rebell againſt 
the way of Truth, they were to note ſuch , and if rhey would nor repent 
with one conſent , put them our from amongſt chew, that they may be 
aſhamed , yet not count them as enemies, bur as brethren , in exhcre- 
ir, hem thar if it be poſſible they may repent, and be received in a» 
gain, bar if they refuſe ro be reproved, and will not repent of their 
wichedacſe, but go on to deficution , fuch indeed are delivered 

Sathan , and it had beene good for them if they had never heene 
horn. 

Chriſt tavght his Diſciples of this dodrine of Excommunication, 
wh-n he ſpokeafter this manner ; Tf thou ſee thy brother offend, tell him of 
lis fault between bim and thee ; If he keare thee , :50g haſt won thy brother 
byt 1 be will net beave thee , take with thee one or two more : And if he will 
not b-a1c them, tell jr to the Church ;, but if he will not heare the Church, count 
him 1s a heathen man : For what /oever yee looſe on earth ſhai be looſed in hea- 
ven, an whatſoever yee dinde 6n earth, ſhall be bound in heaven. Paul wrote 
to thc Church at Corinth, that they ſhanld ute this power againit that 
f;nic-icF ; That when the Church was met t- gerher with the power of 
the Lord Jeſus Chit , that they ſhovId deliver (uch a one to Satan for 
tc deſtation of the fleſh , thae bis jpiric might be (aved in rhe day of 
th- Lord, and they were obedient ro his Doctrine ja putring him out 
fr. amongſt rhem ; bur it pleaſed the Lord to give him repentance, to 
1-urm and be aftued for his finne; Therefore the Apoſtle exhores 
t4..m ro have comp: Hon on him, and minifter heir love onto him, and 
cattier forgive him , tlicn over charge him with ſorrow. Pau/allo tor- 

c him in che perſon of Chriſt, according to Chriits words, 145/:,2+ 
: / ſtnnes yee remit , they (ball be remitted, and whoſe/cever finnes ye netaine, 
{":y (ball be retainet. Now Pau! wrote got vato them onely for his fake 
that did rhe wrong , nor for hs ſake that had the wrong , but char his 
c2re imighr appeare ro them 1n the Dofrine of Chiiſt, And he exhorr- 
-4 the Brethren ro aote them that cauſed divifion , and that walked 
1ur orderly according to the Goſpell , ſuch as were coverous , or drun- 
kards , or fornicarcrs , Or raylers, that they ſhould gor Keep'compa. 

/ with them, no not lo much as to eate;, but rather if they repent 
10t , hold them accurſed. Now rhis power of bindingand loofing he- 
[covs rarher to rhe cfthce of an Elder, then a Deacon , thovgh it be - 
lonps nor onely to chem, bur to the Deacons, and every member, even 
ic whole Church ; For an Elder or Ziſhop hath not power by vertue 
tf is oftice (C as wicked {furpers ſuppoſe ) but by the vertue of the 
;.it of God in them, whereby they are made more excellent in the 
nowledge of the myſtery of the Goſpel! , and able to diſcern between 
220d and cvill, in rhe things tha: dift:r}, for rhe Church oug'tt ro do 
«'| Chings in wiſdome and love, wich one heart and mind. 

"ow concerning the Church-charicy, in the beginning of the Goſpel 
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ir was ſoch, that the brerfiren had all things common , for ſuch az 1/43 
land ſold ir, . and caſt down rhe price at the Apoſtles feer, and conr:;. 
buticn was wade as every ane had need. This charge was commir: ed t 
the ſeven Deacons choſen of the Church , who were appointed ov; 
that bufincſ> + And this is a molt excellent thing to be obſerved in thy 
Church > chat there ſhanld be a kind of equality amongſt them, accor, 
ingas it 6 writren, He that gathereth much. hath nathing over, and he (1; 
gathereth line, had no lack, rhat is, the Saints relieving one anorher i; 
charity - ne to morher, not by commandment by the Law, bur by the 
love of Chrift ſhed in their hearts» knowing by Faith they ſhall he !1 
rmgerher of heavenly riches, why then not heirs rogether of cart!:!, 
riches £ for as many at are werthy to he counted oft the Charch num- 
ber, ovght not ro (uffer want if there be an ability amongRt the brethren 
for the abundance of the rich ouglit to bea ſupply for the necefiity 
rhe pocr ; as it is wrirten, He hath diſperſed abroad, he hath given to the 
poor, bis righreou{ne(s remaineth for ever. Thus the love of God, through 
rhe Goſpel! of his Son Jefis Chrift, works in the hearts of his Sain: 
Bur this naderſtand, that all thing: onght ro he done in love and 1iglice- 
ouſncl:, in which all the Saints are called, not that ſome ſhould be ©»; 
preſſed, and orhers cated; for it any that 1s poor learn to be idle, ar, 
got do the things that are convenient, ler them he informed and rc; 
ved, and if chev repent nor, judged according to righreonſnels : And 
alſo if any that is rich be fcnnd following afcer coverouſneſs, which is 
Idolarry, and will nor minificr to the poor Saincs neceſſities, let ich be 
reproved, and if they repent not, be judged according ro the power o! 
our Lord Jcfvs Chriſt, ſeeing they refuſe ro make the poor Sainrs p.r- 
takers of their earthly riches; ler them alſo fail ſhort of che poor Sarncs 
true riches, bur as many as ſtand faft in the Faith, and abonnd in ; 
gnodneſs, let rhem walk in the rule of unfained love, and pure cli: it 
which the Lord hark ordained for his Saints,thar as we itope to be h 
together in heaven, ler us walk as brert;ren togecher upon the earth. 
What advantage would it be to us to win the whole world, and loſe 01 ©: 
fouls ? 0; what would ne give in exchange for our ſouls? therefore bltjje'! 11: 
they that believe the Goſpel 5f eternal ltje, and are called therein, according t9 
the jurpoſe of the Father, ſuch have caule to vejoyee evermore. This under- 
fiand alſo, thar all forts of people in the Church, are under rhe Churci 
Government, which ſtands 1 righteouſneſs, without reſpect of perivn: 
hoth ro Elders, Biſhops, Deacons, Brethren , high and low. 'r:cli a! 
p2ArT 3 therefore as the Apoſtle faith, Reprove not an & der without tw, 
three witneſſes, And this 1 fay.Cwhoam thr leaſt of all Saints, and a C'1/'4 
in the knowledge of heavenly things, and ſcarcely worthy to be c2'!.4 2 
Chriſtian ) if rhey be found guilty, let them be reproved, and judged! 
a> the others. Now as touching the Miniſtration of the Word, thc» 21! 
had liberty ro teach, according to their ability in knowledge, and ic 
fure of Faivh, to the edifying of one another in love, ſave only that 40» 
men were not permitted to ſpeak or teach in the Church , but to k«©7 
$:1ent, and if they would know any thing, enquire privily of it, tha! they 
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i my be inſtructed in the myſteries of G29, as fellow-heirs with the 
mer of che everlaſting Kingdome, 

Now the cauſe why, women are not allowed ro teacit in the Church, I 
am pcrſwaded is this : They are the weaker veſſ-ls, and more eafie tobe 
deccived and drawn aſide intrrerrcur; for 4dan was fiiſt creat d, rhen 
Eve, bur Adam was not firſt deceived 3 bur che Woman being deceive l 
was found in the tranſgrefhon. N-vertheleſſ: rhrovgh fairh and good 
workes, ſhe ſhall be ſaved with the man, for ſhe is all» made parraker of 
the (ame faith, and ſame ſpirit with the man, according as 1: 1. written? 
And it (hall come to paſſe afterward, that I wil! pour out my (pirit up971 all flejh, 
ant your ſonxes and your daugiters ſhal' propheſte , your old men ſbal! dream 
droums, your young men (ball ſee viſions : Aad alſo upon the jervants, and upon 
the handmaids in thoſe diyes will I pour out my ſpirit ( ſatth the Lord: J) So 
1147 che ſpirit of propheſſe, which is the Teſtimony of Jelus Chriſt, was 
nor oncly given to the Man, bunt to che Woman alſo, both ro fons and 
dangers. Philip had four daughters did propheſie. Now Pau! under- 
{10d by the Teſtimony of Jeſus Chriſt, even the ſpiric of prophehie, 
Ti;it there (hould be a great departing from the fiith , and that th? man of Sin 
Jbou!d be revealed , whoſe coming Shoull be with all deceivableneſje of unr1gh- 
teoujneſſe, after the power of Satan, in lying (gnes and wonders , to the Accet- 
14ng *, the imple. For this cauſe therefore 1 am perfwades, he we uld nor 
permit women to ſpeak in the Church, left they ſhould the ſooner bring 
in h1crefie to rhe perverting of many,being cf.cm<lves deceived with rhe 
S-Ypene. Neither was it comely that the woman ſhould uſurp au hority 
over the man , but rather be in ſubjeRion, as allo faith the Law : For, 
'"- 70man is not the head of the man, but the man ©f the woinan + Neither was 
the nan created for the weman, but the woman for the man , nevertheleſſ” they 
a'7 both one in the Lord : For the head of every wan is Chriſt, and the head 
of Cliiſt is God, and the man a!ſo.is the head of the woman z therefore 
it 15 comely that women learn in ſubje&ion , bur a ſhame fur them to 
urp authoriry over the man : So let them have honor as weaker Veſ- 
ſels, :n wiſdome and love, as fellow-hcirs of the immorral! life. 

Now for men 4 it was permitted that every one,as they had received 
the pifr,might Miniſter decently and in order 3 for when the Church was 
nt rogerher in one place , ſuch as were filled with the knowledge of 
the myſtery of Truth, did Miniſtcr in teaching one another , that all 
r:ght learne and be edifed. And thus was their crdery when one was 
peaking, and another had revelation, trill the firſt he!d his peace, the 

lecond ipoke nor, and fo rhe other kept the ſame courſe , whether they 
J12d Plaimes, or Dofrine, or Revelation , And if any fpake ftrange 
' 0Ng10s, It muſt He by Interpreters : So were all things done decent:y 
1 1a order, tro the Churches comfort and profir, aud to the edifyirg 
"tit ſcIfe in love, through the rich grace of God in Chriſt Jeſus , the 
c1ct Captain and head of his Church. . 

Now as touching their maintenance who were Miniſters of the Word 
ante Doctrine, giving themſelves wholly up to thar holy Calling, it 15 or- 
"41nd that the Miniſters of the Goſpel ſhould live of the Goſpel ; rs if 
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they ſow inthe Church ſpiritual things, it is but a ſma!l reward for them 
ro recap their carnal thing3 : Bur they muſt not ſeek to entich theme! 1c; 
(i ke the falſe Prophets) bur having food & raiment,learn therewirtt rg 
be content ; For an Elder or Miniſter of the goſpei mult nor he covet, :15 
nor winde carthly things, bur be an example in Doctrine and holy co. 
vei ation to their Brethren. To this agrees the words of Pau!,” "1 le 
them whowalke , as you have us for an examp'e. And ſuch are we!! ruling 
Eiders,and worthy of much honouc: Therefore £1115 I fay,ifany be c:''cd 
that are rich in worldly goods ro be a Miniſter of Chriſt, let {uch not 
oncly Miniſter the goſpe! , bur Miniſter alſo of his worldly riciics to cl, 
Church n<ceflities, that fo he may lay up for kimſelfe true riches in hca- 
ven , whicnno Thief cai ſteale from him; And ifany that is poor be 
called to be a Miniſter of cle goſpell, ler them that are rauvg'itr in the 
Word fully ſupply his wants 12 miniſtring co him of rhcir carnal things, 
And thus thorow the knos ledge of the Lord, and bowels of compail'n, 
is honeſt pioviſtion made for every one in the Church of GOD, thc 
grourd and pillar of Trurh, 

Thus it was in the time of the clcar light of che goſpc!, and thus it 
Cught ro be in the Church of Cod ; but now it is nor ſo, the lighr of the 
goſpel] 1s darkned, and the way of Truth troden uuder foot. The hcau- 
ty of Sjoy is ipoyled , in Feruſalem is great aclolation , the ancicnr of 
the pcople are given to idolatry , by coyetour practices do worſhip rc 
creature more then the Creator. Her Prieſts are ſul! of wickedneſje , r,n- 
ning ſwiftly in the way chawen 14 gifts and reward:, loving the wizes of un 
Tighteouſneſſe. Many grievous wolves are come forth , as lyons greey ſo; 1! 
Þrey., to lay Son waſte , and to deſtroy Jeruſalem , and great is the acjtraion * 
thereof, Her Rulers regard net the Law of the Lord , but execute the way ©; 
the heathen , Her Elders wit © full conjent do greedily dewwr the prey, ter 
young men are ſtrong to chooſe the wayes of nickedneſs, but the way cf the L114 
not regarded amongſt then, they all like wemen are overcome. Where is the 
weil-wling Elder 2 Where are the holy brethren ? O $/9n 7 where is thy 
beauty ? O Jeruſalem ' where is rhy comelineſle ? The Lord is wonder: 
full rich in mercy , and admirable jn l-ve , that deſtroys us not altog*- 
ther ar once, for great is the wickeducile of the whole carth ; but bl: 1- 
fed be his Name , who yet loveth Sjon, and hath not forgotten Jeral:
